At first he 
was comp elled to bear his own 
cross (John 19 :17), hut when p hy s­ 
ical weakness made It imp ossible 
for him to continue, they comp elled

It. Gambling for the Clothes of 
the Lord (vv.

It was the custom for the sol­ 
diers who had charge of the cruci­ 
fixion to receive the garments of 
rhe one crucified. 
We have here a 
fulfillment of Psalm 22:18 , “They 
p arted my garments among them, 
and cast lots up on 
my 
vesture." 
What sacrilege for them to gamble 
for his seamless robe under the 
very cross where he was dy ing. 
If 
they had but ey es to see they could 
have beheld a rohe of righteousness 
being p rovided in his death to cov­ 
er their sinful nakedness. 
III. The Accuaation (v. 37). 
It was customary to p lace over 
the victim on the cross his name and 
crime. 
This 
sup erscrip tion 
was 
p laced over J esus by Pilate to vex 
the Jews. 
He was their king In ab­ 
solute truth. 
They had long looked 
for him and now when he had come, 
this is the kind of treatment they 
gave him. Though they rejected him 
and p laced a crown of thorns up on 
his head, the throne of his father 
David is his by right of the unfail­ 
ing covenant of God to David (II 
Sam.

With Him (v. 38 ). 
We are not told who they were. 
Perhap s they belonged to the hand 
of Barahhas.

Saviour 
Reviled 
(vv. 39 -44). 
Hp was reviled by the p assers-by , 
the chief p riests, the *rwihes, the el­ 
ders and the very malefactors who 
were crucified with him. 
1. “He saved others, himself he 
cannot save’’ (v. 42). This jest was 
meant to show 
the absurdity of 
Jesus’ claims, hut it demonstrated 
them and showed the reason for his 
suffering. 
He could not save'him ­ 
self and others so he chose to give 
himself to save others. 
2. “If he he the king of Israel let 
him

come down 
from

cross” (v. 42). His refusal to aban­ 
don the cross established his right­ 
ful claims. 
The devil offered him 
the kingdoms of the world If he 
would escap e the cross (Matt. 4:8 - 
10). The very fact that he did not 
abandon the cross p roves that he 
was what he claimed to be, for it 
was unto the cross that he came. 
3. "He trusted In God; let him 
deliver him now. if he will have 
him” (v. 43). His refusal to aban­ 
don the cross was to the full de­ 
light and satisfaction of God. 
His 
obedience unto death was the sac­ 
rifice which 
met God’s full 
ap ­ 
p roval. 
VI. The Death of Christ (vv. 45- 
50). 
Who Is sufficient to comment up on 
this tragedy ? 
Let us contemp late 
it In adoration and wonder.

shocking was this crime that nature 
threw around the Son of God

A FEW DAYS ago 1 discussed thè 
dangers of ty phoid fev er. 
Today I 
want to tell y ou about ty phus fev er, 
an ailment often confused with ty ­ 
phoid. 
But, un­ 
ii k e t y p h o i d 
fev er, ty phus, in 
one form or an­ 
other, Is still a 
common 
disease 
and e s p e c 1 ally 
prev alent in our 
southern 
border 
states. 
These diseases 
r e s e m b l e each 
other 
in 
t h at 
they are both as­ 
s o c i a t e d with 
filth and 
unhy ­ 
gienic conditions. 
In a community 
where 
sanitary 
measures are lacking, food Improp­ 
erly cared for and drinking water 
contaminated, 
ty phoid 
or 
ty phus 
fev er may break out among the In­ 
habitants. 
The diseases are quite different In 
other respects. 
Ty phoid ts caused by 
a germ called the “ bacillus ty phosus’’. 
This germ Is found in contaminated 
water or food, and is spread by In­ 
div iduals harboring the germ. 
Ty phus is caused by a .term found 
in rats. 
It Is carried from one rat 
to another by rat lice and fleas, 
it 
is carried to humans by fleas and 
spread from one person to another 
by lice. 
You will see how readily 
this disease may be spread by and 
to persons liv ing under unhy gienic 
conditions. 
The v ictim of ty phus has a high 
fev er, complaining of sev ere head­ 
ache. sudden chills and prostration. 
There is a peculiar skin rash, which 
usually appears by the third or fifth 
day of the attack. 
At first It la red 
in color, but gradually becomes pur­ 
plish. 
It soon spread« ov er the en ­ 
tire body ex cept the face. 


DIm i m U Mild Her« 


Fortunately , the 
form of ty phu* 
fev er encountered In this country te 
not serious, being mild In Us nature 
Yet It requires careful nursing and 
attention because if neglected, it may 
be eompMclted by serious broncho­ 
pneumonia. 
Food should bè simple 
and easy to digest. 
Encourage the 
drinking of water. 
FJ ersonal cleanliness hastens cure 
and la a measure of protection for 
others. 
The patient should be bathed 
daily and fiv fen fresh bed clothing 
and bed linen. 
Abov e all, careless 
handling of soiled 
linens must 
be 
av oidep. . 
Within recent y ears a v accine has 
been perfected by the United State» 
public health serv ice. 
This protects 
against a certain 
form of ty phus 
fev er. 
But let us not forget that 
bodily cleanliness and enforcement of 
sanitation and hy gienic measures are 
the best protection against this 
dis­ 
ease. 
To get rid of the rata 
is Im­ 
portant.

In a real sense the grand climax 


of the six months' lessons Is reached 
in this one. It Is not a matter 'of 
learning the lessons taught by a 
grent teacher, or imitating the ex- 
amples of a great, good man, but of 
apprehending the atonement made 
by the world's Redeemer. He was 
made to be sin for us that we might 
be made the righteousness of Gfod 
In him (H Cor. 5:21). 


I. The Place of Crucifixion (vv. 


33, 34). 


They led him away to Golgotha, a 


hill north of Jerusalem, resembling 
a skull. He was crucified without 
the gate (Heb. 13:12). At first'he 
was compelled to bear hts own 
cross (John 19:17), but -when phys- 
ical •weakness made it impossible 
for h!m to continue, they compelled 
Simon the Cyrenean to bear it for 
him (v. 32). 


II. Gambling for the Clothes of 


the Lord (vv. 35, 36). 


It was the cii'stbm for the 'Sol- 


diers who had 'charge Of the'cruci- 
fixion to receive the garments of 
the one crucified. We have here a 
fulfillment of Psalm 22:18, "They 
parted my garments among them, 
and cast lots upon my vesture." 
What 'sacrilege for them to gamble 
for his seamless robe under the 
very cross where he Was dying. If 
they had but eyes to see they could 
have beheld a robe of righteousness 
being provided in his death to cov- 
er their sinful nakedness. 


IH. The Accu«atioh (v. 37). 
It was customary to place -over 


the victim on the cross his name and 
crime. 
This superscription was 


placed over-J*sii8 by Pilate to vex 
the Jews. He wns their king in ab- 
solute truth. They had long- looked 
for him and now when he had come, 
this Is the kind of treatment they 
gave him. Though they rejected him 
and placed a crown of, thorns upon 
his head, the throne of his father 
David Is his by right of the unfail- 
ing covenant of God to David (II 
Sam. 7:8-10). 


IV. 
Two Malefactors Crucified 


With Him (v. 38). 


We are not told who they -were. 


Perhaps they belonged to the band 
of Barnbbas. This again was a ful- 
fillment of the Scriptures. "He was 
numbered 'with the transgressors" 
(Tsa. 53:12). 


V. The 
Dying Saviour Reviled 


(vv. 89-44). 


He was reviled by the passers-by, 


the chief priests, the 5r*ibes, the el- 
ders and the very malefactors who 
were crucified with him. 


1. "He saved others, himself he 


cannot save" (v. 42). This Jest'was 
meant to show the absurdity of 
Jesus' claims, but It demonstrated 
them and showed the reason for his 
suffering. 
He could not save' him- 


self and others so he chose to give 
himself to save others. 


2. "If he he the king of Israel let 


him now come down 
from 
the 


cross" (v. 42). His refusal to aban- 
don the cross established his right- 
ful claims. THe devil offered him 
the kingdoms of the world If he 
would esrap* the cross (Matt. 4:8- 
10). The very fact that he did not 
•abandon the cross proves that he 
was what he claimed to be, for It 
was unto the cross that he came. 


3. "He trusted In God; let him 


deliver him now. !f he will hrtve 
him" (v. 43). His refusal to aban- 
don the cross was to the full de- 
light and satisfaction of God. Rls 
obedience unto''death was the sac- 
rifice which met God's full ap- 
proval. 


VJ. The D«ath of Cftrfst (vv. 45- 


50). 


Who fs sufficient to comment vipon 


this tragedy? Let us contemplate 
it In adoration and 
wonder. • So 


uhooking was tWs crime thnt nature 
threw 'around the Son of God a 
shroud that the godless company 
could not gaze upon him.

The victim of typhus has a high 


fever, complaining-of severe head- 
ache, sudden chills and prostration.
